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BRITISH RELEASE 
GREECE FROM 
MONEY BLOCKADE 


[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.] 
LONDON, Dec. 28.—The Londo 
Telegraph learns that the British gov- 
ernment has raised the finaneial em- 
bargo placed upon Greece by the pow- 
ers in January, 1921. The Greek gov- 
ernment accordingly has been author- 
ized to apply to British banks for loans. 
up to a total of £15,000,000 (roughly $60,- 
000,000) on condition that the proceeds 
are expended on purchases in Great 


Britain. 


The Greek government foregoes all 
claims to unpaid balances of respective 
loans of £10,000,000 ($40,000,000) and 
£2,000,000 ($8,000,000), which were grant- 
ed by the British government prior to 
to the advent of the present régime at 
Athens. 

The British gavetmnsatte lien on 
Greek assets or revenue mortgaged to 
secure these loans naturally are waived 


so that Greece is in a position to offer 


tangible security to private lenders.

Wedding a Noted Affair. 


The McCormicks were married on 
Nov. 26, 1895, in the 5th avenue Bap- 
tist church in New York City.

The wedding attracted widespread at- 
tention at the time as the union of two 
great fortunes. The bride was one of 
the four children of John.D. Rockefel- 
ler, the Standard Oil magnate, whose 
fortune has been @stimated as high as 
a billion. The bridegroom was a mem- 
ber of the Cyrus McCormick family, 
reaper manufacturers, now principal 
owners of the International Harvester 
company. Mr. McCormick was first 
treasurer and later succeeded his 
brother, Cyrus H. McCormick, as presi- 
dent of thi§ company. 

Home a Center of Social Life. 

The McCormicks came to Chicago to 
live, occupying the home at 1000 Lake 
Shore drive, which has been the center 
of so many social activities. Both 
took-a great interest in the civic and 
artistic ‘activities of the city and were 
among the most generous contributors 
to its charities. 

The part which both played in en- 
abling. Chicago to enjoy the highest 
grade of grand opera somewhat over- 
shadowed their work in other flelds, but 
there was hardly anything which had 
to do ‘with the city’s social or artistic 
life in which they were not prominently 
identified. 

Mrs. McCormick only recently bought 
land estimated as being worth $300,000, 
which she turned over to the forest pre- 
serve for zodlogical gardens, which 
is planned to be one of the greatest in 
the world. /She also Was a generous 
contributor to the Chicago band, which 
aims to furnish popular music in the 
parks and outdoors. 

Goes to Europe for Health. 

Eight years ago Mrs. McCormick 
was forced on account of her health 


Ito leave Chicago and for several years 


she made her home in Italy and Switz- 
erland. While in Italy she showed her 
appreciation for the talent of Verdi by 
contributing $11,600 as a prize for a 
design for a statue of the composer. 
Most of her,time, however, was spent 
in Zurich. She attributed the regain- 
ing of her health to synthetic psychol- 
ogy and took a great interest in it. She 
armounced at one time that she intend- 
ed to devote herself to promoting its 
se. 
re was during her stay in Switzerland 
that the estrangement between her and 
her husband took place. Rumors of it 
had preceded them when they finally 
returned to the United States last fall. 
They came on different steamships. 
Finally when they arrived in Chicago 
early in October Mr. McCormick an- 
swered the various rumors by making 
a formal statement that he and his 
wife had separated. Mr. McCormick 
was accompanied on his return to Chi- 
cago by his son, Harold Fowler McCor- 
miek.

Parks for Enjoyment. 


“It is not the intention of the park 
officials to prevent children from play- 
ing in it,” supervising officers said yes- 
terday.

HOW TO CUT BEES’ WINTER 
BOARD BILL. — 

NLIKE ants and flies, true hiber- 
nators of the insect family, 
honey bees do not hibernate} 
and therefore must have food 


to keep them alive both winter and 
Summer. 


Bees are more or less active 
throughout the year, and in general 
the colder it is, the more food they 
They are said to be the 


consume, 
quietest when the temperature is 
‘around 57 degrees Fafirenheit. In 


winter when the temperature is above 


or below this point, the bees are busy 


trying to keep warm, and consequently 
use up their winter store rapidly. 

When examinations of the hives are 
made around the first of the year, at 
least four or five frames should be 
filled with honey. If less than five 
frames are found ful! of honey, feed 
ing should be done immediately. If 
the supply is getting low at this time 


| of the year, from three to five pounds 


of honey or sirup will gave to be 
placed in the hives each month. 

Bee keepers are able to cut down 
the cost of feeding their bees in cold 
weather, to some extent, by moving 
their apiaries to a surmy spot on the 
south side of their wood lIots, near 
evergreen groves, or on the south sides 
of hills, 

Beginners frequently make the mis- 
take of closing the entrance to the 
hive to keep the bees from flying on 
a warm day. The entrance must be 
kept open in both hot and cold 
weather.
